Japanese Cruiser Destroyed. 


The Japanese Legation on Sunday published 
a dispatch announcing that the cruiser Saiyen.

30 
near the fortress by a Russian mechanical mine, 
and sank. The complement were saved, except 
thirty -eight, including Captain Tajima.

The 203-Metre Hill Fight. 


I have*been'permitted (telegraphs a: corre- 
spondent with General Nogi's force) to visit 
203-Métre Hill. It presents a terrible scene as 
the result of the six days' fighting which termi- 
nated in the capture of the position. The 
advance works on the crest of the hill have been 
torn away, the slopes are covered with débris, 
and the trenches smashed and filled with soil. 
In a single section of the trenches about one 
hundred yards in length I saw over two 
hundred Russian dead. Both dead and wounded 
were horribly mangled by dynamite grenades. 
Mail advices from tbe front received at Hiro- 
shima on Dec. 8 bring some further details of 
the tremendous struggle for the possession of 
203-Métre Hil. Russians and Japanese alike 
displayed superb gallantry and determination. 

The general assault on the coveted position 
was actually commenced on the 28th ult., when 
the Japanese troops delivered successive charges 
upon the Russian trenches, all of which were 
driven back by the Russians at the point of the 
bayonet. The Japanese, however, succeeded 
in drenching the timber-work of the trenches 
with kerosene.

Isle of Man Mine Disaster.—Four men lost their 
lives on Saturday last through the fall of a wooden staging 
at the Great Laxey silver and lead mine, near Douglas, 
Isle of Man.

Fatal Fire in Mile End.—Two boys, named 
Ernest Driscoll and Walter Driscoll, were burnt to 
death through a fire which occurred in a house in 
St. Dunstan's Road, Mile End, E. The fire, which is 
thought to have been caused by the overturning of u lamp, 
broke out on the ground-floor. Mr. Driscoll, the father of 
the victims, did all he could to rescue them; while his wife, 
carrying her youngest child, only just managed to stagger 
throu zh the flames in time. Such was the ferocity of the 
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outbreak that, though it was extinguished within ten 
minutes of the arrival of the fire brigade, the premises 
were destroyed. 


Seven Fishermen Drowned. — A distressing 
calamity, involving the death of seven fishermen, occurred 
Jast week at Newbiggin, on the Northumberland coast. 
Six of the victims were named Armstrong, and were 
related — two fathers, with their two sons, being 
among the number. The seventh man was John Dent, 
aged sixty. ‘The disaster happened just before daybreak 
on Dec. 9. A Norwegian steam-ship named Anglia ran 
upon a dangerous ridge of rocks, and signalled for assist- 
ance. Preparations were made to launch the Newbiggin 
life-boat, but before it could be got to sea eight fishermen 
launched a light fishing coble, and started for the dis- 
tressed ship. They had come within a short distance of the 
vessel wlien a heavy sea suddenly struck the coble and 
capsized her. As it was dark at the time, those on shore 
were unaware of what had happened. It was only when the 
life-boat went out that the overturned coble was discovered

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Of the eight fishermen, orly one was rescued; the bodies 
x géven were afterwards washed ashore. The 
crew of the stranded Anglia were taken off the vessel, 
which, it was feared, would become a total wreck. 


The Wright Divorce Case.—In the Divorce 
Division the suit of Mr. R. W. Wright, railway engineer 
and contractor, on the grounds of his wife's alleged mis- 
conduct with an Italian medical student named Pico, was 
continued, The co-respondent went into the box and 
denied that there had ever been any undue familiarity 
between himself and Mrs, Wright. Mr. Rawlinson, K.C., 
in his address to the jury on behalf of respondent, 
dealt at some length with the part Slater's Detective 
Agency had taken in the case. Although, said counsel, the 
detectives had made rep, o not one of these had 
been produced in court. r. Osborn; the solicitor, had 
been employed to get the case up, but his bill of costs did 
not contain a single reference to the work he did in Switzer- 
land. The hearing was adjourned. 


The Hooley- Lawson Case.—The trial of Mr 
E. T. Hooley and Mr. H. J. Lawson on the charge of 
conspiring to defraud Mr. A. J. Paine in connection with 
the sale of shares in the Electric Construction Company, 
was continued this week at the Old Bailey. In the course 
of a lengthy cross-examination by the Solicitor-General, 
Mr. Hooley said he pue strongly against a dividend 
being declared iz the Construction Company when there 
really was no dividend at all. He had bought back 
3000 shares from Sir Henry White because Sir Henry said 
he was not satisfied. A long time afterwards he sold these 
shares to Mr. Lawson for £300, Although he lost £1700 un 
the deal he made no pratest. He never protested when he 
lost money; he had always borne his losses “as game as a 
linnet,” and that was the reason why all his money was gone. 
Asked as to whether he had done business with a Mr. 
Bradshaw without documents, Mr. Hooley replied: 
“Yes. Last October I did a deal with him for £50,000 
without documents, and now he is going round the world 
enjoying himself. He is one of the dearest friends I ever 
had.” If Mr. Paine had not sent nasty telephone 
messages, declared witness, he would have hid all his 
money back in two or three months. He would have per- 
suaded Mr. Lawson to give it him. In the matter of the 
Streets Company, he (Mr, Hooley) had got Mr. Lawson to 
refund Mr. Paine 7s. 6d. per share. If Mr. Paine had 
gone to law he would not have got a farthing, for the 
company had no assets. Witness admitted that during 
1902 and 1903 he had constant business relations with 
Mr. Lawson. Even during the present year he had had 
dealings with him, and remained on terms with him. He 
admitted thut in May 1903 he had in an affidavit defined 
another made by Lawson as "a tissue of falsehoods.” 


Rozhdestvensky Explains.—The 8t. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Petit /'arisien sends some extracts from 
a letter written by Admiral Rozhdestvensky, which has been 
communicated to him. The Admiral declares that his 
squadron is incapable of engaging with any success 
in a battle with the Japanese fleet, unless reinforcements 
are sent him. Admiral Rozhdestvensky speaks in terms of 
eulogy of the British Navy, which, he says, protected the 
Russian Squadron during its passage from Vigo to Dakar.

It 
is of easy culture, and, although of comparatively 
recent date, has attsineá great popularity. It 
should be extensively grown in heated greenhouses. 

The planta are perennials, amd easily raised from seeds, 
which may be sown in a pot or pan filled with light, sandy 
soil in the spring, and placed in a temperature of 60 deg. or 
more, Established plants can also be obtained from 
nurserymen, and inexperienced amateurs may be recom- 
mended the adoption of this plan. The plants are wonder- 
fully attractive, and bloom through the summer. 
flowers are trumpet-shaped and varied in colour.
